Considerable Debate Over the Process and the Actual Vote 


Huron Township Board Approves 
Temporary Part-Time Position Hiring

EDITORS NOTE:  Some- 
times you get the impression 
during a Township Board 
meeting, there are other agen- 
das at play during the discus- 
sion of a particular issue. 
“The Weekly” got the im- 
pression at the December 
10th meeting that some Board 
members were debating the 
issue far more than they need- 
ed to. This was particularly 
strange since it came from 
those that have previously not 
considered ‘following proce- 
dure” an important consider- 


xy the Director of Planning 
and Zoning, seemed modest 
enough. Yet the issue created 
a lot of debate after the 
motion was approved. Also 
the Board was allowed to pass 
a motion three to two because 
only five Board members were 
in attendance at the time of 
the vote. 


At the December 10th 
Board meeting, the Planning 
and Zoning Director Dan 
Kirtland presented the Board 
with his recommendation to 
hire a temporary part-time 
person to work in the 
Building Department. 

He had provided a memo to 
the Board asking them to hire 
a person for 10 hours per 
week at $7.00 an hour for 90 
days when employee Har- 
rison returned from maternity 
leave. He went on to say the 
clerical work was getting 
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backed up and the temporary 
person would do the filing 
and similar tasks. 

He went on to say he was 
not looking for a full-time 
person and said it would be 
cheaper than allowing for 
overtime. He indicated he had 
made his recommendation 
but was willing to allow the 
Board to come up with rec- 
ommendations to fill the spot. 

This prompted Trustee 
Carey to state they should 
look to advertise for some- 
body. She said there might be 
other young people in the 
community that may be look- 


added that we are trying to 
get away from somebody’s 
relative (the recommendation 
was a relative of an em- 
ployee). Kirtland indicated he 
was willing to do this. 

Trustee O’Kelley said the 
recommendation was accept- 
able to him but that he appre- 
ciated the comments of Carey 
because he was supportive of 
following procedure. He 
made a motion to accept the 
recommendation and this was 
supported by Supervisor 
Mitchell. 

There was no discussion on 


the motion and this was sur- 
prising because after the vote 
just about every Board mem- 
ber weighed in with their 
opinions. 

It all started when the vote 
was made three to two and 
the clerk indicated the motion 
had passed. At the time there 
were only five board mem- 
bers present. Treasurer Skrzy- 
cki and Trustee Krause were 
absent at the time of the vote. 

In favor of the motion were 
Supervisor Mitchell, and Trus- 
tees Adkins and O’Kelley. 
Opposed to the motion were 
Clerk Bowers and Trustee 


wat tion. The topic, as presented ing for part-time work,.She Carey. This should have re- 


sulted in a failed vote because 
the Board is a seven member 
Board; it takes four votes to 
pass an item. However, the 
clerk ruled it passed three to 
two. This caused Trustee 
O’Kelley to object and point 
out it takes four votes to pass 
anything in a seven-member 
Board. 

Trustee Adkins agreed, but 
the attorney said this action 
was considered a resolution 
and it can be passed by a 
majority of a quorum. He said 
there were two matters before 
the Board and they were reso- 


lutions and ordinances. He 
considered the matter to be a 
resolution, so a three to two 
vote was acceptable. This 
appeared to upset O'Kelley 
who suggested the matter was 
a “hire,” not a resolution, and 
they needed to table the mat- 
ter until it could be clarified. 

Supervisor Mitchell said he 
would accept the recommen- 
dation of the attorney and the 
clerk and the results of the 
vote stood for the hiring of 
the temporary part-time per- 
son recommended by the 
Zoning Director. 

However, this was not the 
end of the subject. Contrary 
to proper procedure, a lot of 
additional discussion contin- 
ued on the matter after it was 
passed. It appears this is where 
the true feelings of some 
Board members came out. 

Trustee Adkins said one of 
the things the Board needs to 
remember is this is not a per- 
manent position but a tempo- 
rary part-time position. She 
suggested this had been done 
in the past. 

Clerk Bowers said it was 
done in the past but current 
hiring procedures were not 
followed on this decision. 
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Trustee Carey agreed; stating 
that was her only objection to 
the matter. 

Adkins responded it wasn’t 
the first time and Carey 
responded saying she under- 
stood that but charged that 
Nora was the one that always 
complained the most about 
hiring a relative. Adkins then 
replied that she wanted to 
change her vote to “no” and 
to direct that advertising take 
place for the position. She 
also added there were a few 
other things that are going on 
that needed to be looked at. 

The clerk then stated that 


somebody had to rescind the 


motion and then it had to come 
back up. She added you just 
can’t change your vote after a 
motion has been passed. 

Carey agreed and repeated 
the Board has a policy to fol- 
low and that was her only 
complaint. 

The clerk concluded the dis- 
cussions by stating they may 
have waived the procedures in 
the past but generally went to 
the schools for a co-op stu- 
dent. She added as a parting 
comment that perhaps it 
would have been the best 
thing to do.
